LIVER DRIVERS LICENSE CONSIDERED 

Local officials are considering requiring a 
special liver drivers license in the Hamptons 
area. This is in response to numerous recent 
incidents involving reckless, dangerous 
driving committed by individuals making liver 
deliveries throughout local villages. Police 
spokesman Larry Hirsch explained: “Back in the 
day, liver used to be delivered by professional 
services, but in recent years the do-it-yourself 
economy has pervaded the Hamptons liver 
delivery business. You have people with no 
real credentials deciding that they can make 
good money making high-speed liver deliveries, 
and as a result they’re out there endangering 
motorists and pedestrians alike.” Hirsch cited 
numerous fender benders caused by careless 
driving by unlicensed liver delivery drivers. At 
times, Hirsch noted, the outcomes have been 
very serious. Case in point: last week’s five-car 
pileup in Water Mill is thought by police to have 
been caused by an unlicensed liver delivery 
driver making an emergency supply run for 
Bob’s Liver Palace restaurant in Bridgehampton. 
“Not only did innocent people get hurt in the 
crash,” says Hirsch, “but the people who were 


expecting to sit down to a nice pile of liver 
and onions at Bob’s Liver Palace went home 
hungry.” Officials are currently formulating the 
requirements for the liver drivers license, which 
will probably include advanced obstacle course 
training and expertise in refrigeration. 


ATV RIDERS MISSING IN PINE BARRENS 

Hamptons Police acknowledged yesterday that 
several ATV riders have been reported missing 
recently. In each case, the riders were last seen 
illegally riding their recreational motorized 
vehicles into the Pine Barrens, on the western 


edge of the Hamptons. “It’s illegal for them to 


ride their ATV’s there,” says police spokesman 
Larry Hirsch, “and there are unknown dangers 
lurking in the unmapped region. At this point, we 
haven’t sent in search parties for fear they'd go 
missing as well.” In addition to hidden sandpits 
riders could fall into or swampy areas where 
they might become mired, Hirsch admitted that 
there might even be foul play involved. “We 
know the moonshiners have been upset about 
ATV riders disturbing their stills, and some 
of them might have set up booby traps. And 
then there’s Piney Pete.” At Hirsch’s mention of 
Piney Pete, the legendary giant said to wander 
the Pine Barrens in search of human victims, 
an audible shudder went through the crowd 
of reporters. “If Piney Pete’s been woken up 
by those ATVs,” says Hirsch, “then I think we 
all know what happened to those riders. If you 
want to organize a search party, be my guest. 
The police are staying away.” fi.

Tinkerbell’s Sister and Her Campaign to Change All the Clocks in America

eople in this country turned most of 

their clocks ahead one hour on Saturday 
night. | say most of the clocks because about a 
quarter of all the clocks now get turned ahead 
by themselves. They are in cars, in stoves, 
on TVs, on computers, on newer wristwatches, 
in clocks. 

Fact is, they do not turn ahead by themselves. 
You know Tinkerbell from the Peter Pan story? 
At three o’clock in the morning, her younger 
sister Tinkertime flutters down the chimneys 
of all the houses in America while everyone 
is sleeping and flits around the house finding 
the clocks, so that by waving her wand, one or 
another of them gets turned ahead. 

She does it in cars and trucks, too, which is 
why most people leave their cars unlocked on 
this special night. 

Few people appreciate what Tinkertime 
does. She saves everyone all that wandering 
around the house and messing with clocks after 
Daylight Savings Time the following morning, 
when DST goes into effect. And then in the fall 
she’s back to once again save all that wandering 
around to get back to Standard Time. 

Every year, more and more clocks and 
watches in the country are set up to receive 


the little fairy-dust dip of her wand. Early on, it 
was just a few clocks that did. Now it’s nearly 
a quarter. 

If you have a clock or watch that needs to 
work with Tinkertime, all you have to do is 
take it down to one or another of the Town Hall 
Clerks’ offices, where you get the parking and 
beach stickers for the summer. Whatever it is 
they have to do, they do it in just a few minutes 
in a back room, and then you get the clock 
or watch back and it’s ready to be blessed by 
Tinkertime when she comes through from that 
time on. All the Town Clerks’ offices are open 
from 9 a.m. to 4 p.m., five days a week, from 
Monday to Friday except for holidays. 

Tinkertime has only recently started doing 
this. For thousands of years she stood in 
her sister’s shadow, just admiring her and 
everything she does for Peter, but about 20 
years ago she got the idea for this project and 
has been pursuing it to make it happen ever 
since. You have to admire her determination. 

Getting your clocks and watches set up not 
only helps you, it helps Tinkertime. The goal is, 
of course, that one day all clocks everywhere 
are tuned to her wand. As it is now, when a 
clock is set up, nothing changes on it that 
anyone, including Tinkertime, can see, and 
so she dips her wand at all the clocks one by 


one throughout the house and hopes. You 
can imagine it must be discouraging for her 
to do the dip and instead of the hands turning 
happily, have them just do nothing. 


She does it in cars and trucks, 
too, which is why most people 
leave their cars unlocked on this 
special night. 


Well, with our cooperation, more and 
more clocks’ hands will move for Tinkertime, 
and won’t it be a happy day when dipping the 
wand with nothing happening will be a thing of 
the past. 

Get those clocks down to Town Hall. 

Also, you will soon be invited to a Fundraiser 
for Tinkertime in Southampton this June. It will 
be on the grounds of a grand estate, under a big 
white tent that can accommodate thousands 
of people, and will be followed by a private 
dinner for the high rollers. Doing what Tinker 
does is hard work, and when you think of all 
the productivity time saved, well, economists 
say it could move the needle on the National 
Economy by more than 1%. &&

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Georgica Pond 


The Hopes, Dreams, Problems, Wildlife, Legends and Sailboats 


BY DAN RATTINER 


he community of homes that sit on the 

shores bordering exclusive Georgica Pond 
is occupied by some of the wealthiest and most 
prominent people in America. Ron Perlman 
lives here. Steven Spielberg lives here. Martha 
Stewart lives here. A road runs round the 
pond, but you can’t see the pond from it. The 
mansions are between the road and the pond 
for the entire three miles of its semi-circle, 
and because the mansions each sit on 10 or 
15 wooded acres, unless you are invited by 
someone living on it and have permission to 
negotiate the many winding gravel driveways, 
you probably have never seen the water there. 

In the summertime, most of the residents 
keep a catboat tied up to a dock leading down 
their lawns. For a long time, the catboat was 
a particular class of single-sail boat whose 
boom was angled on the mast. They made 
a flotilla worthy of Renoir when several 
were sailed around the pond through a breeze 
at the same time. Powerboats are, of course, 
prohibited. 

Nature has a strong presence in the pond. 
Fish, birds and crabs abound. Ducks play on its 
surface. Eels and turtles are below. Sometimes 
snowy white mute swans come to enjoy the 


scene. It is a fine time to sit quietly in folding 
chaise lounges out on the lawns of these 
mansions to read a book, have a drink and 
watch the world at play in the pond. 

In recent years, however, the water in the pond 
has caused new problems for these residents. 
The water goes into the pond when it rains and 
when underground streams empty into it. But 
there is no outlet, unless the pond overflows 
its banks. Before European settlers came, the 
land around the pond was swampy, buggy and 
not of much use. Only when the water got high 
enough for the overflow to connect the pond 
to the ocean did the water spill out. The native 
people just lived further inland. 

Not so the early white settlers. They formed 
a governing group called the Trustees, and 
when the pond got high, all able-bodied men 
were required to go down to the pond with 


shovels and help dig a ditch to connect the ™ 


pond with the sea so the water could flow out 
in a controlled fashion. With that, the swamp 
turned into fertile ground. Good for planting 
crops. There’s reference to all this in the early 
town records. The church bells would call the 
men to the beach. If you didn’t come, it meant 
time in the stocks as punishment. 

For 200 years that twice-a-year work was 
done without problem. The combustion engine 


was invented. Now a steam shovel could dig the 
ditch. Then the wealthy people from the city 
came to build summer homes there. And a little 
tension rose up between the summer people 
and the Trustees when the Trustees failed to 
act to lower the pond when the summer people 
felt their lawns getting soggy and saw their 
basements leaking. But there was the salinity 
of the pond to consider, and the Trustees, 
the keepers of the pond for the owners of the 
pond bottom—the townspeople—had to hold 
off “letting” it until that was just right for the 
creatures that lived on it and in it. 

The Trustees were in Town Hall last week 
to go over things with the Town Board, another 
government group that regulates just about 
everything except for the ponds, bays and 
beaches, which are controlled by the Trustees. 

The issue was permits. And who is in charge. 

The thing is that global warming; chemical 
changes in the pond, rising tides, the addition 
of exotic and non-indigenous plantings and 
sewage leaking out of cesspools from around 
the pond have combined to form a toxic stew 
in the water in warm weather. And though the 
Trustees are still in charge, they have not been 
able to successfully deal with it. In fact, nobody 
has been able to deal with it. So something has 
to give way. (Cont'd on next page)

In the recent past, when the County or the 
Town or the DEC or the Army Corps of Engineers 
has been called in to deal with a crisis along 
the pond’s shoreline, the Trustees have been 
giving out permits after reviewing things. But 
sometimes they give permits out calling it a 
temporary fix, because it is contrary to Trustee | 
law. But they have to. Flooding might ensue. Or 
people might get sick if they don’t. 

The specific new troubles for Georgica 
Pond started about 20 years ago, when the 
landscapers for the rich brought in decorative 
stands of bamboo to decorate the shorelines 
here and there. The bamboo, after several 
years, sent roots out up to 50 feet under the 
pond bottom, and new bamboo was rising 
everywhere. It had to be hacked away. The

rich ponied up the money to do it. (It blocked 
the view.) The Trustees gave out permits. 
The war continues. Some has been removed, 
some not. 

Global warming has brought rising sea 
levels and wilder high and low tides. It’s affected 
when to let Georgica. There is pressure to do it 
more frequently. 

Global warming means warmer water in the 
pond, and that, along with decaying microalgae 
and what is believed to be dangerous material 
from storm-water runoff, fertilizers, and 
seepage from septic systems and cesspools 
of residents living not just near the pond but 
further north, has caused red and brown tide 
in the summertime, in recent years filling the 
pond with so much algae that the fish and other

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Local waters can become a mess when the red tide strikes. 


creatures die off, you can’t swim in the pond 
and you can’t even, sometimes, sail in it. The 
red and brown tides have occurred in many 
ponds and harbors in our area, and no one has 
come up with a proper plan to control them. 
But they have been found to create high levels 
of phosphorous and nitrogen in the water. 

At this meeting last week, most everyone 
was really in favor of allowing a young scientist 
to place a paddleboat in the pond that could 
scoop up the algae as it went along, allowing 
a partial clearing of the water and also the 
ability to study the composition of the algae 
that it scoops to the surface. But the group of 
homeowners wanted the Trustees to simply 
sign off on the project so the homeowners 
could get a permit from the DEC for this work. 
There would be no Trustees permit at all. This 
was an important difference, since the Trustees 
own the water on behalf of the public. 

“The first thing the DEC is going to do say is, 
‘Who owns the property?” one Trustee said. 

“I wonder why you all became Trustees,” one 
of those opposing the matter asked the group, 
“if you are giving everything away.” 

The vote was 6 to 2 to let the homeowners get 
a permit from the DEC directly. 

There was a time, not too long ago, when the 
Clintons were staying at the Spielberg home, 
that the pond got “let” all the way to its muddy 
bottom without the Trustees knowing about 
it. A reward was offered for information about 
how this happened. Nobody collected it. Many 
felt the pond was let by the Secret Service to 
insure that snoopy photographers couldn’t take 
snaps of the President from the water. 

There was a time, after WWII, when Howard 
Hughes came out to land his yellow seaplane in 
the pond. He was courting the daughter of one 
of the farmers who owned a house there. 

There are many other stories about Georgica 
Pond. But for now, it’s enough to say we live in 
trying times, and the requirement is to do what 
has to be done there to make the pond safe 
and beautiful for the creatures in and around 
it. (That includes us.) And it is getting harder 
every year. f&

hristopher Garetano, creator of the award- 

winning documentary Montauk Chronicles, 
is seeking $20,000 through crowdsourcing to 
help complete his next project, Bigfoot, which he 
promises will be the definitive film about the 
sasquatch mystery. 

The filmmaker has been hard at work on Bigfoot 
since October 2015, and he’s already released a 
teaser for the movie, which he reports is about 
25% complete. The funds Garetano hopes to raise 
through indiegogo.com would be used to pay for 
creature costumes, effects and makeup, weapons 
and pyrotechnics, props, and cast and crew. 


“We're going to do a lot of period pieces,” Garetano - 


Says, noting the expense of shooting cinematic-quality 
scenes, including Teddy Roosevelt’s story about a 
man who saw a sasquatch. Roosevelt documented 
the story in his 1893 book The Wilderness Hunter, 
which he wrote while at Sagamore Hill in Oyster 
Bay. In 1898 Roosevelt landed in Montauk after the 
Spanish-American War with the lst United States 
Volunteer Cavalry, known as the Rough Riders. 
They were quarantined there at Camp Wikoff. 
Garetano plans to film a scene later this year that 
will show the soon-to-be president writing. “I want 
to make the audience feel what Roosevelt felt,” the 
filmmaker says. ‘ 

_ He also intends to shoot a high quality recreation 
of the day in 1967 that Roger Patterson and Bob 
Gimlin filmed their famous Bigfoot footage at Bluff 


Creek in Del Norte County, California. For many 
experts, the nearly 50-year-old Patterson—Gimlin film 
remains the most convincing sasquatch evidence 
ever produced. 

“There’s a very rich history and that’s what I want 
to tell with this film,” Garetano says, noting that 
Montauk Chronicles was “made on a shoestring,” 
and is by all accounts a success. With Bigfoot, 
he will try to up his game and create something 
even greater. 

And by using crowdsourcing instead of big 
individual investors, Garetano says he can maintain 
control over the film and create a truly independent 
movie. Backers of the film will of course be rewarded, 
depending on the size of each contribution. Among

those rewards, Garetano will be sending out 
weekly video “set reports” from the various filming 
locations. He is also offering movie screenings, 
digital downloads, DVDs, a book about the making of 
the film and more. 

“The only time this history has been presented 
properly is in books,” Garetano says, explaining 
that Bigfoot will include the legend’s history, some 
of the most famous sightings, and then a look at 
the creature through modern science, experts and 
evidence. “Nobody has a great movie, and I’m going 
to make it.” fi.

na recent issue of The East Hampton Star’s “The 
Way It Was...125 Years Ago 1891” column the 
following appeared: “Now is the time for persons 


living in the city who. intend to occupy cottages... 


during the coming summer, to order their garden 
truck and other farmer’s produce, delivered to them 
regularly during the season. Quite a number of our 
cottages were troubled to obtain what they needed 
from the farmers last season, because they neglected 
to engage it in advance.” 

Is this a dated idea, ordering produce from local 
farmers? Not at all. “Garden truck” goes by another 
name now. It’s “Community Supported Agriculture,” 
or CSA. To join a CSA is to buy a share of the season’s 
harvest and thus to become a part of the local 
farm community. 

Late winter means a rest for the fields and for your 
local farmers—or does it? Our East End Farmers 
markets have closed—except for Riverhead’s indoor 
market—so you may not see our local farmers much 
these days. Some could be resting up for the coming 
planting season—unless they have cows or goats to 
milk—but most are very busy. Now is the time of year 
to think hard about crops that worked and those 
that didn’t and why. Research, research, research. If 
a good farmer cannot be actively working, he or she 
is always reading up on seeds and growing methods 
and weather predictions. Much of this information 
comes in the form of seed catalogs and The Farmers’ 
Almanac; of course the internet also offers an endless 
supply of information. Hard work outdoors can be a 
lot more relaxing than life in the “off-season!” 

How does a CSA work? Before the start of the 
season, when the farmer is planning for the upcoming 
year, shares are sold to members of the community 


at a fixed price. The farmer plans plantings to meet 
the shares that have been sold. Throughout the 
season, typically on a weekly basis, CSA community 
members each receive a box with their share of that 
week’s harvest. Some CSAs allow members to choose 
from among the offerings at hand, others do not. 

Many local CSAs deliver to convenient area 
locations, but they often encourage community 
members to come to the farm, and even participate 
in the growing of their food by volunteering. 

Some CSA shares may also include flowers, 


herbs, honey and value-added products, like 
bread, dried products, yogurt, jams, sauces, 
and other ‘canned goods. Goodale Farms 


(goodalefarms.com) outside Riverhead offers a 
selection of homegrown beef and pork—delivered to 
homes across the East End. Meanwhile, Invincible 
Farms (invinciblesummerfarms.com) in Southold is 
currently promoting a Weekly Tomato Subscription 
(WTS) that works much like a standard CSA with 
more flexibility. You can choose a subscription 
for two weeks or for up to eight weeks. Steph 
Gaylor and her staff promise “the most amazing 
heirloom vegetables at the height of summer.” Area 
CSAs range is size from farmers working just a 
couple acres to the Golden Earthworm Organic 
Farm (goldenearthworm.com) in Riverhead, the 
largest Certified Organic CSA farm serving all of Long 
Island and Queens—with more than 30 CSA pick-up 
locations throughout Nassau, Suffolk and Queens 
counties. Golden Earthworm celebrates the 20th 
anniversary of their founding this year. 

Check with your local farmer to see what other 
exciting locally made products may be included in 
your CSA share. To locate a CSA in your area visit the 
Long Island Farm Bureau website at lifb.com.

You'll also 
find worthy suggestions and recipes from Bord 
Bia (irish Food Board) and Johnson’s method of 
organizing an Irish cheese board.
